Board of Education on 
testing ‘ :

The board also ‘heard 
results of achievement 
tests and college entrance 
tests. 

A Task Force on 
Compeiency Testing is 
proposing to begin pilot 


testing of reading and 
math skills. this fall in 
grades’9 through” 12; with” 


writing tests to be added at 
a later date.

“established and actual 


testing for record would 
begin in the spring of 1978. 
The proposed new 
competency requirements 
would not be fully phased 
in until the spring of 1980. 
“The board will be asked 
to decide if diplomas 
should be granted only to 
students who 
demonstrate minimum 
competency. with a 


certificate of attendance 
given to students who fail 
to pass the tests. A 
program of remedial help 
would be. provided for 
those students who don't 
meet the competency 
requirements. — - 

Achievement test scores 
for grades 4 through 8 
showed gains over last 
year in 23 of 25 tests in the 
areas of reading and math. 
The Comprehensive Test 
of Basic Skills, composed 
of two reading and three 
arithmetic subtests, has 
been given since 1968. The 
results have been made 
public every year. 

Scores increased over 
last year in all 5 subtests in 
all grade levels except the 
eighth grade performance 
in arithmetic applications 
and concepts. 


Despite the gains, 


however, scores remained - 


below grade level in 20 of 
the 25 tests. Fourth 
graders fared the best, 
with 62.7 percent of the 4th 
graders scoring at or 
aBove grade “level” in 
arithmetic — computations. 
Fourth graders’ also 
exceeded the national 


norm in arithmetic 
concepts and reading 
vocabulary. Poorest 


showing was at the 7th 
grade level in arithmetic 
applications, with 26.9 
percent scoring at or 
above grade level. 

The board also heard a 
report on Columbus high 
school students 
completed college 
entrance tests. Of 1,959 
Students taking the ACT 
(American College 
Testing) test in 1976, 47 
percent scored at or above 
the national average. 

Scores in the SAT 
(Scholastic Aptitude Test) 
test also fell close to the 
national range.

A noted civil rights leader told 
the Senate panel, which is chaired 
by Senator Harrison. Williams of 
New Jersey, that the purpose of the 
labor law reform bill is “simple 
justice.” Rustin Observed that the 
legislation, which is supported by 
President Carter, the AFL-CIO, and 
religious and civil rights groups, 
does not ask the Congress to 
establish new rights, but “merely 
seeks that rights already promised 
are.made a reality.” He said that re- 
forms are needed so that workers

Everyone agrees that inflation is bad, but aside 
from the rhetoric, not much is being done to 
effectively control it. 

Conventional economic wisdom has it that the way 
to control inflation is to slow down the economy. 
Translated into. the real world that means tolerating 
high unemployment. ; 

The idea is that with more people out of work 
demand for goods and services will shrink, and 
people still on the job will moderate their! wage 
demands and not spend as much. All» of this is 
Supposed to put a damper on prices.

A recent study by the Explora ory Project for 

Economic Alternatives called “Understanding the

The study finds that there's a new form of inflation 
today one not amendable to conventional policies, 
Today's inflation is limited to four basic necessities — 
food, housing, health and energy. 

These areas account for about 70 percent of the 
average family's budget, and even more for poor 
families. Two-thirds of the consumer price inflation in 
the 1970s is attributable to price rises in these 
necessities. 

And the cause of this kind of inflation is not subject 
to quick solutions. World food demand, the cartel of 
oil-producing nations, land speculation, inefficient 
health and housing industries, all combine to result in 
price hikes for essentials, 

Now the interesting thing about this kind of in- 
flation is that conventional policies don't work. It 
can't be controlled by manipulating federal budget 
deficits, by adjusting the money Supply, or by pushing 
unemployment up and wages down. 

Another aspect of this inflation and the outmoded 
methods used to fight it is the unfair burden placed 
on poor people..On. the one hand they are subjected 
to higher inflation than the rest of us since almost all 
of their budgets go to pay for necessities. On the . 
other, they're asked to accept unemployment and 
mest wage increases supposedly to fight that in- 

ion. 

So the poor are trapped in a double bind. So too is 
the government if it tries to fight new-style: inflation 
with old-style methods that wind up forcing huge 
expenditures for unemployment insurance payments, 
welfare. and lost taxes. 

All of this indicates that it's time for a new look at 
federal economic policy. Instead of trying vainly to 
fight inflation with broad-based policies that depress 
the economy, the government should be targeting in 
on the four basic areas-that-account for the bulk of 
inflation’s effect on most people. ~~ 

The Administration is making a beginning by its 
Proposals to limit hospital costs and by provisions in “: 
the energy program to exempt home heating oil from 
new taxes. But that's only a beginning. A full-scale 
attack on the big four is long overdue..

The Chores program has served about 
eighty elderly individuals since its. con- 
ception. The Chores idea is to provide a

Underwood. At a cost of 
$14,000, the church was 
completed in 1871.

~4890. From its pulpit ‘went 


five pastors to the highest 
honor in the AME Church, 
that of being elected 
Bishop. These pastors 
were: John M. Brown, 
dames A. Shorter, 
‘Benjamin W. Arnett, isaac’ 
N. Ross and Joshua H. 
Jones. 

The work of the women 
of the early church cannot 
be overlooked. The first 
money raised to purchase 
the property sold by Mrs. 
Stanbery, was by the 
women. Three hundred 
dollars was realized from a 


~~ groqram ~sponserer, by 


‘In 1892, Rev. J.R. 
Frederick, missionary to 
Africa, was so discouraged 
for lack of funds, that he 
told Bishop Payne he 
“gould not go back to the 
work. Bishop Payne, 


replied, “Son, go back, | 
will put. the women to 
work," 

In response to the 

Bishop's call, in July 1893, 
the women of the Third 
Episcopal District 
assembled in St. Paul and 
Started the missionary 
work toward success. 
From that day, there has 
been an increasing 
knowledge and «growing 
interest in the cause of 
mission throughout the 
AME Church. ; 
__ Progress -has- always 
been the aim of St. Paul. 
From the beginning the 
church has taken its place 
in the religious, civic and 
educational life of 
Columbus. Here, some of 
the greatest achievements 
for the good of the black 
population had 
beginning. 

Among them was the 
establishing of the first 
school for the education of 
the black youths of the 
city. The pastor, Rev. 
Brown, was its first 
teacher. Mother Ellen Belt, 
age 92, member of*St: Paul 
for 76 years, and the oldest 
member to be born in 
Columbus, was one of its 
pupils. The first graduates 
of the high schools of the 
city were members of the 
church, They were Everett 
Warring and Tom Spencer. 

Too, St. Paul was one of 
the first churches in the 
city to install a pipe organ. 
The organ, air propelled, 
had to be pumped by hand. 
Lewis Steele and Forest 
Whittaker Sr., were the first 
altar boys to perform this 
service for the church. 

A few members living 
today recall with fond 
memories St. Paul at its 
downtown location. 

Early in 1900 the black 
population an to move 
eastward. St. Paul virtually 
pioneered the movement 
as large blocks of business 
began to :8uUrroundi the 
church. 

In 1905, under the 
pastorate of Rev. Robert R. 
Downs, lots were 
purchased for $6,000 at the

Rev. Downs was one of 
the notable men of his day 
and generation and 
merited the high esteem in 
which he was held. A brief 
Outline of the history of St. 
Paul during his 
administration was 
recently forwarded to the 
Historical Committee by 
his daughter, from which 
we quote in part: 

“Rev. Downs, assisted 
by the. regular Trustees 
and Stewards of the

“On the new lot, the land 
was cleared and two ro 
contractors were hired 
from Birmingham, Ala.

This | know, as 
we, the children were

“Previous to any 
building, a picnic or 


“celebration was held by 


the membership on the lot. 
There was speech-making, 
singing and refreshments 
served by the women of 
the church. 

“The new building was 
begun and completed to 
the first floor at which 
point the cornerstone 
ceremonies were held on 


Sunday: There had been 


much discussion as to the 
nature of the contents of 
the box which was tobe 
placed in the cornerstone. 
The pastor, officers and 
members finally decided 
upon the following items: 

1. A small Bible (King 
James Version); 

2. The Discipine of the 
AME Church 

3. A hymnal; 

4.—A—complete—tist —of 
members, officers, Pastor, 
Bishop (Bishop William B. 
Derrick); 

5. A copy of the Church 
Paper, edited in Nashville, 
Tenn. (Editor: Rev. Allen, 
father of Nimrod Allen) 

6. The building plans, 
complete with amount 
received from the sale of 
the old church and a 
breakdown of costs 
relative to the construction 


of the new church. 


“All material used in the 
building was selected for 
endurance, practicability 
and beauty.” 

The new church was 
completed in 1906,-under 
the administration of Rev. 
J.M. Henderson and has 
withstood the test of time. 
It stands today, a structure 
of celestial beauty, the fifth 
in a succession of 
buildings. which began 
with the little log cabin. 

The church has a 
seating capacity of 1,000. 
Memorial windows of 
Stained glass, in memory of 
those who had served, 
were installed, giving the 
interior of the church a 
decorative treatment of 
light. 


~“=—Th6 “first Church-owned 


parsonage (235 St. Clair 
Ave.) was rchased for 
$2,000 in 1905, at the same 
time the lots were pur- 
chased for the church 
edifice. Sold in 1920, an 
eight room brick at 171 
Lexington Ave. was pur- 
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wide-eyed before 


chased for $6,000. The 
residence of the minister 
was later moved to 86 
Miami Ave. where. it 
remained until June 1959, 

The present pastor, Rev. 
Alvia A. Shaw, then urged 
the congregation to buy a 
new parsonabe - one com- 
mensurate with the stan- 
ding of the church in the 
community - located at 
1794 Franklin Ave., for the 
sum of $18,500. 

In recounting the history 
of ~St. Paul, 
acknowledgement must be 
made of the many gifts, 
personal and through the 
organizations - it would be 
impossible .to list each - 
which will live in the hearts 
and minds of the members 


* throughout the life of the 


church and for all time. 

Certainly the targest and 
perhaps the most heart- 
warming is the home (254 
St. Clair Ave.) willed by 
Mrs. Rebecca Johnstone 
to the church, at her death - 
in 1945. This manifestation 
of love and devotion for St. 
Paul has prevented the 
“property from ever being 
sold. As rental property, it 
has been a source of in-. 
come for the church. 

Another valuable gift, 
the beautiful expensive oil 
painting, “Gethsemane” 
which hangs on the north 
wall of the building, was 
presented to the church by 
Charles Higginbotham. 

It is with gratitude and 
reverent respect that 
special mention is made at 
this time of those, now 
deceased who-have served 
St. Paul faithfully and well, 
over the years.

‘When Tommie Logan 
started driving a cab early 
this year, he liked it so 
much that he récom-! 
mended _it to his wife, 
Lorreen. Now they are the 
only husband-and-wife duo 
in the Eastside Cab fleet; 
re the only one in the 
city. , 

Tommie, 25, and 
Lorreen, 18, were married 
in July of last year. Like so 
many -young couples 
starting out, they quickly 
found that two can live as 
cheaply as three -- if 
they're thrifty. - 

Times were, as the old 
song goes, “tougher than 
tough.” For a while, during 
the summer, Tommie.drove 
an~-ice- cream truck: at 
job, however, went the way 

-of summer and, as winter 
approached, the Logans 
found themselves. staring 
destitution right in the 
chops. 

Neither Lorreen nor 
Tommie were strangers to 
hard times, but neither 
were they quitters. It was 
last winter when Tommie 
hit upon the idea of 
applying to Eastside Cab., 
a division of United 
Transportation Co. 

“| had always wanted to 
be a cab driver,” he said. 
“Like some people want-to 
be police officers. We were 
living right down the street 
from the cab company, so | 
applied and within a matter 
of weeks, | 
cruisin’.” 

With Tommie's taxi 
income, the Logans started 
to get their finances 
together. “I've worked a lot

Among the _ things 
Tommie liked most about 
driving. a. cab was -the 
freedom of working when 
he wants and for as long 
as he wants. Since all 
Eastside drivers lease their 
cabs, they are, technically, 
self-employed. 

He also likes the money. 
“Some guys don't like 
driving under a lease 
agreement because they 
don't have benefits and 
guaranteed. vacations and 
stuff like employed drivers 
do," Tommie said. “But | 
can take care of those 
things myself, and | do.” 

When_asked- how much 
he makes” in~ an average 
week, Tommie just. smiled 
and said: “I've had some 
bad days, days when | just 
broke even. But most days, 
| do a whole-lat better than 
break even." 

With an even bigger 
grin, he added: “It beats 
the minimum wage by a 
long shot.” 

Lorreen, who was also 
lodking for work, caught 
the taxi bug from her 
husband. 

“I've achieved a lot more 
than | expected to,” she 
said. “Talking with people 
and understanding people 
will help me in my future 
ambition -— working with 
children.” ‘sad 

Lorreen_ admits that she 
seldom brings home as
